on ‘AUKUS’ 
unfounded

n November 29, the Korea-Asia Association 
Oe an article to sound a warning against 

the attempts of the United States and its vassal 
forces to bring dark clouds of nuclear war over the 
planet by leveraging “AUKUS”. 

Responding to this article, an official from the 
spokesperson’s office of the US State Department made 
lame excuses to justify “AUKUS” on December 2, 
saying that they are not talking about the nuclear-armed 
submarine, but it is just conventional nuclear-powered 
submarine. He also made nonsensical remarks that 
they will start transferring the technology for building 
a nuclear-powered submarine in a way of reflecting its 
long-standing leadership in global non-proliferation 
and rigorous verification standard. 

This is an open challenge to the international society 
which is voicing serious concern by stating that it 
is an “irresponsible act of abandoning regulations 
and obligations for nuclear non-proliferation” and 
“manifestation of double standard with a high degree 
of Cold War mentality”. 

The Treaty on the Non-Proliferation of Nuclear 
Weapons stipulates, inter alia, that equipment or material 
especially designed or prepared for the processing, use 
or production of special fissionable material should not 
be provided to any non-nuclear weapon state. And over 
90 % of the American and British nuclear submarines 
use the weapons-grade highly enriched uranium as 
their fuel. Given all the above facts, it is indeed an 
absurd logic to argue that the transfer of technology for 
building “conventional nuclear-powered submarine” 
does not run counter to the provisions of NPT. 

It is an American-style gangsterlike logic of calling 
black white. 

This betrays the false and deceptive nature of the 
acts of the US which has been professing itself to be 
a “nuclear non-proliferation supervisor’, persistently 
finding fault with other countries’ rights to peaceful 
nuclear development. It also lays bare the hegemonic 
arbitrariness of the US which takes no account of 
international laws or the global concerns for the pursuit 
of its own interest. 

It is not surprising therefore that even American 
experts confessed that the sale of nuclear submarine 
carries a great risk of proliferation. They also 
commented that the US, which is said to stand in the 
forefront of non-proliferation, continues to bypass the 
principles and regulations of non-proliferation under 
the pretext of helping its allies, and this is effecting an 
erosion of the international order which the current US 
administration claims it defends. 

If the US persistently pursues nuclear proliferation 
by prioritizing only its own interests and those of its 
allies, it will never be able to get rid of the stigma as 
the chief culprit who has undermined the international 
regime of nuclear non-proliferation and destroyer of 
global peace and security. 

The United States can never escape a stern judgment 
of the international community, whatever tricks it 
employs to cover up its sinister intention. 
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Harping on about ‘emergency’: 
what does it aim for?

ot long ago, Abe, former 
prime minister of Japan, 
asserted that “emergency 


in Taiwan is the same as_ the 
emergency in Japan and that of the 
Japan-US alliance”. 

We are no longer stranger to the 
word “emergency” often ringing 
out from the island country. 

It is already well known that 
during Abe’s term of office Japan 
frequently waged joint military 
exercises together with the US on the 
pretext of coping with “emergency” 
on the Korean peninsula, continued 
to increase its “defense expenses” 
and stepped up the work to put the 
“Self-Defense Forces” into actual 
service and on a modern basis in 
such new domains as outer space 
and cyberspace. 

This gives a visual proof of how 
dangerous a stage the Japanese 
reactionaries have reached in their 
scheme to disturb peace and stability 
on the Korean peninsula and realize 
its old dream of the “Greater East 
Asia Co-prosperity Sphere” with 
the help of its master. 

But the point at issue now is that 
Abe, who stepped down from prime

ministership, is giving the revival of 
militarism and reinvasion scheme a 
shot in the arm while attaching the 
expression “emergency” without 
discretion to even the Taiwan issue 
which belongs to the internal affairs 
of China. 

Referring to this issue, the assistant 
to the Minister of Foreign Affairs 
of China and the spokesperson for 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of China said that Japan, which 
committed a war crime of invading 
China in the past, does not have any 
qualification to say this and that 
about the Taiwan issue and that if 
anyone dares to follow in the same 
wake of militarism and challenge 
the limiting line set by the Chinese 
people, he or she is bound to suffer 
a crushing defeat. 

Chinese newspaper Global Times 
also underlined in its comment 
the fact that Japan is one of the 
countries with the weakest strategic 
independence in Asia and it should 
not harbor any expectation that 
it could pursue a hardline policy 
against China on the strength of the 
US. 

As the whole world sees, Japan is 
again in a fit of inveterate bad habit 
of blindly following the US, serving 


it like the godfather, just at this time 
when confrontation has grown ever 
worse between China and the US 
over the Taiwan issue. 

Suga, former Prime Minister of 
Japan, during his trip to the US in 
April this year, put Taiwan within 
the range of application of the US- 
Japan Security Treaty, chiming in 
with the US in its criticism against 
China. Japan fanned up the theory of 
threat from China in the Diplomatic 
Blue Paper and the Defense White 
Paper published in 2021. High- 
ranking officials of Japan including 
the Deputy Prime Minister and 
the Defense Minister gave a spate 
of belligerent remarks that Japan 
should join the US in protecting 
Taiwan from the aggression by 
China. 

Besides this, Japan already 
agreed to deploy interceptor missile 
units on the islets located near 
Taiwan. It is also trying to increase 
its cooperation with Taiwan by 
encouraging security dialogue 
between the Liberal Democratic 
Party of Japan and the Democratic 
Progressive Party of Taiwan 
and even discussing the issue of 
dispatching naval warships to the 
waters off Taiwan. 


Against this backdrop, Abe 
asserted that emergency in Taiwan 
is the same as the emergency in 
Japan and that of the Japan-US 
alliance. This does not simply 
reflect his personal view. It fully 
reveals the policy of submission 
toward the US and confrontation 
toward China pursued by the current 
Japanese authorities as well as the 
cunning intentions of the militarist 
descendants to open up the road of 
realizing its ambition for overseas 
reinvasion. 

The revival of militarism and 
overseas reinvasion by Japan are 
only a matter of time and there is no 
guarantee that the same nightmare 
of bloody slaughter and plunder as 
in the first half of the 20th century 
will not rear its ugly head again in 
Asia. 

If they really want peace and 
prosperity in Asia, the countries 
of the region and the rest of the 
world should closely watch the 
frantic attempts of the Japanese 
reactionaries to realize their wild 
dream of overseas expansion.

Diplomatic dispute that cannot be 
easily settled

he US is aggravating the 

| diplomatic dispute with 

Russia by greatly reducing 

the number of Russian diplomats in 
the country. 

Recently, the US State Department 
made an official request to Russia 
to let its 27 diplomats and staff 
members of the Russian Embassy 
in Washington DC leave the US 
by January next year without any 
apposite reason. It also announced 
that it expects to take an additional 
step to let 20-odd staff members 
of the Russian Embassy leave the 
country by June next year. 

In this connection, the Russian 
Foreign Minister strongly 


denounced the US, saying that it is 
applying sanctions to Russia which 
go against the Vienna Convention 
on Diplomatic Relations. 

The Vice-Minister of Foreign 
Affairs and the spokesperson for 
the Ministry of Foreign Affairs 
of Russia expressed the stand 
to take countermeasures against 
the US hostile act, saying that 
they regard the US demand this 
time as the measure of expulsion 
and that Russia will also impose 
corresponding sanctions on the US 
diplomats in Russia. 

According to the Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs of Russia, the US 
fixed the length of stay in the US for 
the diplomats of other countries for 
five years, but has limited it to three 
years for the Russian diplomats and 


refused to extend it and issue visas 
for their family members since 
last year. In this way, the Russian 
foreign ministry said, it is creating 
obstacles to the work and lives of 
the Russian diplomats. 

The US tried to make an excuse 
saying that it had only called on the 
Russian diplomats whose duration 
of stay had expired to leave it, but 
it had never expelled them. But 
nothing can cover up its sinister 
intention to impair the external 
image of Russia and to create 
an atmosphere of isolating and 
putting pressure on Russia with its 
successive measures of expelling 
Russian diplomats. 

The diplomatic dispute between 
Russia and the US has not started 
only yesterday. 


Typical examples of this are the 
expulsion of more than 30 Russian 
diplomats in 2016 by the Obama 
administration with an allegation 
that Russia intervened in the US 
presidential election and that of 60 
Russian diplomats by the Trump 
administration in 2018 on _ the 
pretext of attempted assassination 
of a former Russian secret agent 
in the UK, prompting Russia’s 
counteraction to it. 

As long as the US, which ignores 
even the elementary diplomatic 
practices and international law to 
attain its objectives, continues to 
stick to its policy hostile to Russia, 
the diplomatic dispute between the 
two countries can’t be easily settled 
and it will spark due backlash from 
Russia.

started learning table tennis 
at the age of eight and was 
selected to the Amnokgang 
Sports Club in 1979. 
Having cut a conspicuous 
figure by winning a national 
championship in her teens, 
Ri snatched a gold medal in 
the juvenile women’s singles 
of the 6th Asian table tennis 


championships, attracting 
the attention of experts and 
spectators. 


She contributed to her 
team’s runner-up finish in the 
team event of the 38th world 
table tennis championships 
and received the Joola prize

She reached the top three in 
the rankings at the women’s 
doubles and women’s singles 
of the 39th and 40th world 
championships respectively, 
and won recognition as one 
of the world’s table tennis 
aces. 

Afterwards, she occupied 
the second place in the world 
rankings for several years 
and won the first place in the 
team event, second place in 
the singles and third place 
in the mixed doubles of the 
41st world championships.

Songi mushroom 
seen through national 
Classics

arious kinds’ of 
mushrooms that 
are good for human 


health grow in Korea which 
has been called a land as 
beautiful as golden tapestry 
as it has been blessed with 
spectacular mountains and 
clear rivers since ancient 
times. 


The fact about the use of 


mushrooms in the Koreans’ 
dietary life is found in the 
historical records from 
the period of the Three 
Kingdoms (3rd century 
BC-AD mid-7th century). 
According to Samguksagi 
(Chronicles of the Three 
Kingdoms), mushrooms 
were presented to royal 
courts as tributes in the early 
8th century. 

In the period of Koryo 
Kingdom (918-1392), 
various mushrooms 
including songi mushroom 
and Lentinus edodes were 
widely used as subsidiary 
foods and Koryo medicinal 


inhabiting Taehongdan 
County and Samjiyon City 
in Ryanggang Province 
have been nominated as 


materials and songi 
mushroom was regarded as 
the best. 

More detailed accounts 
of songi mushroom are 
found many times in the 
records from the period 
of feudal Joson dynasty 
(1392-1910). 

The historical records 
introduce the soup, roast, 
boiled rice and_ other 
foods prepared with songi 
mushroom as the main 
material. 

It was also widely used 
as medicinal material in 
people’s life. 


“Demand for — songi 
mushroom with clear 
anti-cancer and  ageing- 


retarding effects is on the 
rise. We work to protect and 
propagate this mushroom 
and improve its processing 
techniques in order to use itin 
the people’s dietary life and 
medical treatment,” said Ri 
Kuk Song, department chief 
of the Central Mushroom 
Research Institute of the 
Ministry of Agriculture.
